And when these men demand orderly 
and controlled development for Edmonton 
they demand something about which they 
intimately know. 

Mr. Dewar defined town planning in 
terms something like this: 

Town planning is a science of properly 
@eveloping routes and utilities. It is also 
the art of functional arrangement of indi- 
vidual pieces of property for the benefit 
of all concerned. 

There is not and never has been a 
definite central town planning authority 
in Edmonton. 

Sometimes the city commissioners 
elaim this function. Sometimes council 
dips into it. Sometimes the city architect 
is called upon to express an opinion. Some- 
times the city engineer appears to be the 
final authority. 


Government Action

The result of all this is that town 
planning schemes die away in inter- 
departmental friction or with some dic- 
tatorial order from the commissioners. 

Thus, there is no town planning to 
speak of in Edmonton. 

The city is growing wildly and 
haphazardly according to the whims of 
engineers and commissioners, 

It is not good enough. 

For who can define major highways 
for paving purposes unless there is some 
Scientific certainty about which highways 
will carry the heaviest traffic in the 
future? 

Who can determine architectural re- 
strictions in various districts unless some- 
one knows with expert exactitude just 
where and how Edmonton is to develop 
next and 50 years from now? 

This city needs an overall town 
planning survey by the best outside 
experts available. 

It needs next an authoritative town 
planning department to carry out the 
findings of that survey. 

This is what Mr. Dewar urges and what 
every citizen should continue to demand.

vantage of that service. 

But all these efforts, excellent as they 
are, do not remove from governmental 
authority the responsibility for immediate 
and drastic action. 

Only government can force these publi- 
cations to clean up or get out. 

And only such an order can have 
prompt and useful results. 

The government readily assumes that 
responsibility with regard to the saie of 
chemical poisons which may kill the body. 

Regulations with respect to the sale of 
dangerous chemicals are complete and 
drastically enforced. 

Why, then should the government not 
assume the same responsibility and apply 
similar regulations with respect to literary 
poisons that pollute the mind? 

The IODE is right. Constant pressure 
must be brought upon government until 
this responsibility is assumed and acted 
upon, 


Inventory of Alberta Forests 


Commendable is the decision of the 
oe government to take a five-year 
ventory of Alberta forests. Equally 
commendable would be a decision to make 
and enforce more drastic regulations for 
their preservation. 

John Harvie, deputy minister of lands 
and forests, admits that he was shocked to 
find in the Peace River district such waste 
of forest wealth by the settlers. 


A news story tells how the famous 
Higin Marbles have just now been taken 
from their wartime hiding place and re- 
stored to the British Museum. 

The truth is that the British Museum 
and other museums in the United Kingdom 
are so heavily overstocked with art and 
museum treasures that almost 90 per cent 
of their possessions are, of necessity, kept 
out of sight in dead storage space. 


Alberta people were similarly shocked 
to read and hear of the forest fires that 
depleted that same forest wealth only a 
week or so ago and still burn. 

Surely a much more effective set of 
regulations could be devised to prevent 
these fires. 

Or must Alberta expect that in every 
hot, dry season such fires will recur again 
and again as a matter of course? 


‘Can Museum Treasures Be Borrowed ? 


It must be possible for cities like 
Edmonton to make some arrangement 
with overstocked British museums to 
borrow some of these surplus treasures on 
perpetual loan provided assurances were 
given for their safety.

On 
the other hand, the latter is re- 
ported as saying that our wheat 
growers “lost $475,000,000 in re- 
cent years through government 
marketing policies.”

The Big Four foreign ministers’ 
council meeting in Paris seems 
no closer to substantial agree- 
ment between Russia and the 
western powers than it was when 
it started 10 days ago. In fact 
the conference has lost much of 
the atmosphere of amiability in 
which it opened, 

The only worthwhile possibility 
that appears at the moment is 
some sort of economic unity be- 
tween the eastern and western 
zones of Germany, The chances 
of political unity already have 
gone down the drain pipe. 

Foreign Minister Vishinsky of 
Russia last week gave his cus- 
tomary “no” to the proposal by 
Britain, the United States and 
France that the Russian zone of 
Germany form a political union 
with the new federal reptiblic 
comprising the three western 
theatres. Then yesterday he pro- 
posed that the foreign ministers’ 
council invite a delegation from 
the Communist-dominated “Ger- 
man Peoples Congress” of the 
Soviet zone to appear before It, 

The “German People's Con- 
gress" has adopted a constitution 
for a “German democratic re- 
public.” The idea of the delega- 
tion appearing before the council 

xieman . 


was to advocate that western 
Germany join the “German 
democratic republic.” 

The three western powers 
voted down Vishinaky’s proposal, 
They contended the People’s 
Congress isn't really representa- 
tive of al! Germany, as It claims 
to be. Vishinsky got an echoing 
“no.” 

This projected eastern zone 
republic is to be a totalitarian 
regime like those of the other 
satellite states. Should there be 
a union between the Communiz- 
ed “German democratic repub- 
Me” and the federal republic of 
the western area, the Red zone 
would provide the spear-head for 
attempted Communization of the 
other three zones, For that rea- 
son Moscow, would jump at the 
chunce to make such a union, 
and by the same token the west- 
ern democracies will keep as far 
away from it as possible. 

So far as concerns the taking 
over of western Germany by the 
“German People's Republic,” it's 
wholly unlikely Moscow expect- 
ed it could be done. It was just a 
manceuvre, Actually the average 
German hates the name of Com- 
munism and the only way he 
could be made to bow to it would 
be by force, _
